Da Fonseca and Forceor Da Gama 
and the Constitution. 


The People of Brazil Must Chooge One 
or the Other. 


_MERICA’S PREMIER CLOSELY WATOH-

But One of the Old Ministry Remains True 
to the Dictator—History of Da Gama, 
Elected President by the Oongress 
After Fonseca’s Impeachment—En- 
gland Believed to Be Anxious for a 
Restoration of the Empire—What Mr. 
Blaine Will Gain by the Present Dis- 


quiet. 


Loxpon, Nov. 9.—Dispatches received ‘here 
to-day trom Pernambuco show that the 
troubles in Brazilare approaching an acute 
crisis and there is much anxiety expressed in 
financial and commercial circles regarding 
the outcome of Fonseca’s action in dissolving 
Congress and again assuming the role of Dic- 
tator. which he laid down subsequent to his 
election as President of the newly formed 
republic, and many grave doubts are ex- 
pressed as to the success of this latest politi- 
cal move. These dispatches state 
that in Pernambuco there is 
general discontent on all sides at Da Fon- 
seca’s action, but there is nothing 
to show that the people have done anything 
‘yrther than to express their disapprobation 
of the course followed by the dictator. 

From the province of Rio Grande de Sol, 
however, comes inteligence that is alarming 
initsnature. The news from this province 
is to the effect that the loca] government has 
refused to acquiesce in the assumption by 
Da Fonseca of the powers of a dictator and 
has declared the independence of the prov- 
ince. The dispatches received to-day from 
Pernambuco further state that there is great 
discontent throughout all the provinces of 
Brazil. 

THE REPORT CONFIRMED. 

VaLpararso, Nov. 9.—A dispatch from 
Montevideo states that information has been 
recewed there that the Province of Rio 


Grande Do Sul has seceded from Brazil. 

To understnd the significance of this state- 
ment it is necessary to call to mind the fact 
that each of the Brazilian provinces, of which 
there are twenty, hasa State or Provisional 
Government, which, under the Constitution 
of the Republic, is found by the people. These

Wasninoton, D. C., Nov. 7.—Blaine’s ad- 
mirers in Washington, the supporters of his 
‘‘prilliant’’ foreign policy, affectto see En- 
giand’s hand in every upheaval in South 
America. They see itin Braziland view the 


political troubles there asa manifestation of 
England’s purpose to thwart Mr. Blaine’s 
reciprocity programme. Under the old re- 
gime English goods almost monopolized the 
Brazilian markets. The English assumption, 
therefore, isthata re establishment of the 
Empire would be followed by a revival of En- 
ziish commercial supremacy in Brazil. 

English sentiment connects the republic 
with the reciprocity treaty with the United 
States, which, if maintained and strength- 
ened here and there as experience may sug- 
gest, is expected to make the United states 
the leading seller in Brazil. 

It is confidently believed here that in some 
way Mr. Blaine will seek to make litical 
capital out of this state of the case. e plays 
anti English cards with much success, and it 
is predicted that before very es some op- 
portunity will present itself by which he can 
find a lead for his strong suit.

BRAZIL’S TWO PRESIDENTS. 


A FONSECA’S SINGLE ADHERENT—THE CON- 
GRESSIONAL PARTY. 

NEw York, Nov. 9.—The news from Brazil 
is meager to-day. Cables say there is in- 
creasing evidence that the Republicans of 
the nation are notin sympathy with Fonse- 
Ca’s dictatorship. Butone of his old minis- 
ters remains in the Cabinet. This is Baron de 
Lucena, who hs always been regarded asa 
Monarchist. He has been Fdnseca’s Premier. 
Those who have surrendered their portfo- 
lios are Juste Chermont, Minister of Foreign 
Relations; Tristao Araripe, Minister of the 
Interior; Gen. Julio de Froba, Minister of 
War; Senor Carvalho, Minister of Justice; 
Fortunate Vidal; Minister of the Navy, and 
Senor Uchoa, Minister of Agriculture. 

The retiring Ministers‘ have been stanch 
friends of the Republic, and the supposition 
is that they will array themselves on the side 
of the Congress. 

Owing to the rigid censorship of all cabie- 
grams from Rio it ts impossible to learn what 
plan Congress will adopt to thwart the de- 
Signs ofthe Dictator. When the news was 
first annonnced that the President had com- 


Manded Congress to dissolve it was said

He received his education at the 
National Lyceum and Polytechnic School of 
Rio, 

He is a popular man,and has rendered great 
services to his country not only as a naval 
Officer but asadiplomat. He fought bravely 
during the war with Paraguay, and has been 
appointed by his government for different 
diplomatic and international commissions, 

Some six years ago, when Brazil wanted to 
establish diplomatic relations with China 
and Japan, Com modore Da Gama was sent to 
those countries with Dr. Eduardo Calada to 
settle the different consulates and legations. 

Twice he was sent to represent his country 
in the United States, once during the Cen- 
tennial at Philadelphia and the other during 
the International Marine Conference at 
Washington. He was in the discharge of this 
last commission on Nov. 15, 1889, when jthe 
change of government in his country took 
Place. He wasthen called to Brazil and was 
piaced in charge of the marinheiros nacion- 
aes (marine soldiers) at Rio Janeiro, and only 
a few weeks ago the Brazilian Congress 
passed a law authorizing the Government to 
place him in charge of the organization and 
discipline of the navy. 

The Government, as it stood before Da 
Fonseca proclaimed himself dictator, was 
elected in September, 1890, and the session of 
Congress Was openedin May. According, to 
the Constitution the members of the lower 
house should have held their seats for four 
years, and those of the Senate for three, six 
and nine years. Now the people have but 
three courses open tothem: To have Fonseca 
a dictator, to enter into new elections, or to 
follow tkReir old representatives into a war to 
drivethe Government out. 

Fonseca has followed the law in force under 
the Empire, by which the Emreror was em- 
powered to dismiss Parliament and ap to 
the people under certain circumstancés. 

In regard to the reported coming of Dom 
Pedro’s grandson from Portu to Brazil, 
Minister Mendonca says thereisa misappre- 
hension as tothe identity of this ticular 
scion of the house : of mrogenes. ‘he Prince 
who is said to be now sail from Lisbon to 
Rio is not the son of Count d’Eu and Princess 
Isabella, but Prince Augusto, son of Dom 
Pedro’s youngest daughter, Leopoldina. His 
father was Prince August of Saxe-Coburg. 
He is 30 years of age and has held a commis- 
sion in Austria’s navy. Augusto was the 
favorite of his royal grandfather and is said 
to resemble the Emperor in many ways. It 
is not probable that he will be permitted to 
land on the soll of Brazil without a struggle. 


OUR LARGEST CRUISER. 


The Big Warship New York Soon to Be 
Launched. 

New YORK, Nov. 9.—The preparations for 
the launch of the armured cruiser New York 
are being rapidly completed and the event of 
her launching is going to be quite a gaia day 
atthe yard of Messrs. Wm. Cramp & Sons, 
who are the contractors for building this 
8,150-ton monster. She has been painted fore 


and aft on her outside andavery good idea 
of her graceful curves can be formed as she 


reposes peacefully on the stocks. Experts 


have expressed themselves very enthusias- 


tically in relation to her lines both forward 


and aft, and unhesitatingly say that she will 


be able to go beyond the twenty-knot speed 
for which she is designed. 
The idea in Iding so large a vessel was 


to insure our having a fighting ship fully ca- 
pable of rendering a account of herself 
in the event of her being called n to brush 
up alongside of an enemy of si type: In 
addition tothis her engine power was de- 
signed to develop 16,500 horse- power, so that 
she could overhaul anything that she sighted. 
Great coal-bunker space was also appor- 
tioned to enable hertobe self sustaining for 
as long a period as pussible. It is estimated 
that she can cruise at an economical rate of 
speed for about thirteen thousand miles, 
without once being obliged to enter a coaling 


rt. This, with the total absence of coal

piles that this country possesses outside of 
the United States, is a very great considera- 
tion.

A GHOUL’S ACT 


Attempt Made to Burn the Corpse 
of the Countess Mirafiori. 


Believed to Be a Sequel of the Recent 
Pantheon Incident. 


GROWTH, OF REPUBLICAN FEELING IN 
THE IBERIAN PENINSULA. 


Strained Relations Increased Between the 
Vatican and the Italian Government— 
Portugal May Grant America More 
Liberal Treaty Provisions—The Spirit 
of Revolt Against Monarchy—Title to 
an Oasis Disputed by France and Tur- 
key — The Austrian Budget — General 
Foreign. 


Rome, Nov. 9.—This city was startled yes- 
terday by the announcement that some 
scoundrels had desecrated the tomb of the 
Countess Mirafiori, the morgnatic wife of the 
late King Victor Emmanuel. Following close 
wpon the Pantheon incident, which oc- 
curred on Oct. 2 last, the present outrage 
has created another outburst of popular indig- 
nation and has again dangerously strained 
the relations existing between the Govern- 
ment and the Vatican. In the case 
of the Pantheon incident it will 
be remembered a party of French 
pligrims visiting the tomb of King Victor 
Emmanuel, inthatchurch, behaved in such 
a disagraceful manner that their conduct 
was resented by the populace to the extent 
of creating a series of riotous demonstra- 
tions, during which large bands of men pa- 
| paded the streets singing patriotic songs and 
cheering the Italian flag, demanding that the 
Pontifical arms be removed from the French 
/Catholic Seminary and threatened to drive 
all the pilgrims out of Rome. One of the 
French visitors et the Pantheon went so far 
as to spit in the visitors’ book and to write in 
it ‘‘A bas Victor Emmanuel,’’ ‘‘Vive le 
Pope.’’ 

But the outrage made public yesterday 
eclipsed the Pantheon incident in devilish 
malignancy. The rascals implicated in out- 
raging the tomb of the Countess Mirafior! 
forced it open and set fire to the coffin, evi- 
dently with the object of consuming the re- 
mains of the lady who, in spite of the posi- 
tion as a ‘‘wife of the left-hand,’’ was 
endeared to many thousands of Romans out 
of sympathy, possibly, for the King known 
as *‘Il Re Galantueme.’’ The ghouls, how- 
ever, were unable to carry out their designs, 
owing to the solidity of the zinc shell which 
formed the inner portion of the casket. They 
succeeded, it is learned, in slightly burning 
the face and feet of the Countess and entirely 
destroying the outer casket. 

The police have notas yet made any ar- 
rests in the case; but they are following up 
several clews which may lead to the identif- 
cation and punishment ofthe miscreants en- 
gaged inthis work. A dark lantern, a chisel, 
wooden mallet, a piece of candle anda cloth 
cap, such as those worn by men belonging to 
the working classes, arein possession of the 
police, and are being used to hunt down the 
derpetrators of this latest outrage.

SIGNS OF A REPUBLICN MOVEMENT IN THE IBE- 
RIAN PENINSULA. 


LISBON, Nov. 9.—Keeping pace with politi- 
cal troubles in Brazil, the Red Republicans of 
the Iberian Peninsula are plotting for the 
overthrow ofthe monarchy. There has been 
great activity in the ranks of the extremists 
of late and a plan of action is being circu- 
lated throughout the country. At Lisbon the 
movement is regarded with much concern, 
but the Spanish dynasty seemingly feels 
secure as long asthe boy King is alive, for 
the people evince great loyalty to him. There 
isa report-that Ruy Zorilla, the Republican 
leader, has recently in the guise of a com- 
mercial traveler visited the chief towns of 
Portugal while it was understood that he 
was in Paris.

It is known that a plot was recently un- 
earthed at the manufacturing town of Elvas, 
near the Spanish frontier, which thas caused 
the authorities much anxiety. A loyal Ser- 
geant warned the commander of the district 
that a certain Corporal was a Republican 
agitator. The Colonel advised the Lisbon 
army authorities, and was ordered to keep a 
close watch on the suspected man. The re- 
sult was the discovery that the Corporal had 
frequent mysterious talks with several ser- 
geants, and that they together visited a 
house in the suburbs ofthe place.

Five Men Perish in a Burning 
Stable at Denver. | 


Death Comes to Two Brave Firemen in 
Cincinnati. 


CRUMBLING WALLS COMPLETE THE 
WORK OF DESTRUCTION. 


The Unfortunate Victims Suffocated Bee 
fore Aid Could Reach Them—A Lad- 
der, Loaded With Moen, Falls to the 
Ground—Thousands of Tons of Coal 
Smoldering st Duluth — Assistance. 
Called for From Minneapolis—Losses 
Elsewhere. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 9%.—The Mansions 
livery stable, Eighteenth and Lawrence 
streets, was almost ‘completely destroyed by 
fire between 6:20 and 40’clock this morning. 
Four men, possibly five, roomingin the upper 
portion of the building, were suffocated 
and between twenty and thirty horses met 
death in the same way. 

There were several narrow escapes, asa 
portion of the building over the stable was 
occupied by roomers. When the police and 
Fire Department arrived a number of these 
roomers were hanging out of the windows, 
having been almost suffocated by the volumes 
of smoke inside. 

The lower portion of the building was occu- 
pied by horses and carriages. The upper 
part is divided into three compartments. One 
of these was occupied by the roomers, an- 
other was used for storing hay and grain,and 
the third was used to stable horses. The 
horses that were suffocated were those that 
were kept inthe upper portion ofthe bulld- 
ing. There isaskylightinthe rear, It was 
here that the fre was first discovered, but 
how it originated no one knows. 

The police were the first to arrive. They 
rushed into the burning building and liber- 
ated the horses on the lower floor. The fright- 
ened animals rushed out a side door and ran 
around tothefront, They were kept out of 
the front door by a large crowd that had 
gathered. 

The flames were under control by 4a. m., 
but the building was a total wreck. The sta- 
bles are owned by Smith & Sombert. Loss, 
$20,000; insurance, $10,000. 


A MASS OF FIRE. 


THOUSANDS OF TONS OF COAL BURNING AT 
DULUTH—CALLING FOR HELP. 


DutvTu, Minn., Nov. 9.—The great coal 
pile on the Pioneer Fuel Co.’s docks ig 
still on fire, although water has been poured 
into the burning mass at the rate of 1,90 
gallons a minute since last Friday. Some 
sixty men are wheeling away the coal from 
the pile so that the firemen can reach the 


hottest portion of the blaze. The fuel com.- 
pany has asked the een pone Fire Depart- 
ment for an engine, which is expected here 
to-day. Ifthe air reaches the smouldering 
fire, the mass containing 
thousands of tons of coal, is 
liable to be entirely destroyed. Some 
of the largest elevators He near the coal 
docks, butit is believed that they can be 
saved.

LAST DAYS OF BALMACEDA, 


THE DICTATOR FOUND REFUGE IN THB ARGEN 
TINE LEGATION, . 
New Yorn, Nov, %.—Under the heading, 
‘*The Last Days of the Dictator,’’ a Valpa- 
raiso paper, Fl Mereurio, in its issue of Sept. 
, published an Interesting narrative, from 
which the following Is translated 
Atabout 10:30 p., m., on Aug. 28, the day 
of the second and final victory of the Con. 
stitutional troops, Senor Patrick Egan called 
at La Moneda, the Chillan White House. He 
explained tothe Minister of Exterior Rela- 
tions, Don M. A, Zanarta, that the moment 
had arrived to take the necessary measures 
in case the fortune of war should be unfavor- 
able tothe Dictator. Senor Zanarta declared 
that atthat very moment Senor Balmaceda 


was writing the decree which intrusted Gen, 
Paquedano with the duty of providing for 
the public order, Balmaceda was conferring 
also at that time with Don Eusebio Lillo and 
Don Alejandro Maturana, The latter with- 
drew at ll p. m., belleving the situation was 
notlost. But at 1:30 a.m. an orderly ap 
prised him of the watchword: ‘‘Let every 
one who can save himeelf,’’ Maturana es. 
caped over the roof of his house in the fore 
noon of the 29th. 

Balmaceda obtained money from his wife, 
who gave him $38,000, At midnight he left La 
Moneda in a carriage, accompanied by 
Senores Zanarta and Euseblio Lillo, and drove 
to the Argentine Legation. Senor Zanarta 
had already arranged for securing an asylum 
there, and while kuseblo Lillo remained Yn 
the carriage, Zanarto entered the legation 
with Balmaceda, who was received by Senor 
Uriburu, The Dictator had no baggage except 
asmall trunk which, in the hurry of the 
moment, was forgotten In the carriage, and 
which Senor Zanarta took to his house, 
where it was lost during the disturbances of 
Aug. 20. In the Argentine Legation Senora 
Sofla Linares de Waiker had found an asylum 
and through a rare coincidence she was 
obliged to be under the same protecting roof 
as the persecutor of her husband, Don Carlos 
Walker Martinez, and the author of the most 
bitter days for Chili. The Senora Linares de 
Walker, as an homage to those who had pro- 
tected her, behaved with the utmost reserve 
and concealed even from her husband the 
facts relating to the arrival of Balmaceda. 

During the first days the dictator refused to 
read any newspapers and was somewhat in 
good spirits. Heexpected that Senor Ver. 
dugo would succeed in securing his 
fight by the way of the Andes, But 
all his energy disappeared when he 
learned that Vemlugo, who had $30,000 where- 
with to prepare for Balmaceda’s escape, had 
been madea prisoner, The Dictator received 
aiso a letter from his brother, Don Jose 
Maria Balmaceda, who informed him in 
despairing terms that the situation of him. 
seif, his family and friends was terribly dim- 
cult. This letter seems to have had a very 
depressing influence over the spirits of Raj. 
maceda, The Dictator lived on the top floor 
of the Legation and his meais were cooked on 
the ground floor, in order to avoid any sus.

| STARTLING REVELATIONS SUPPLEMENT 


THE SOMMERFELD SUICIDES. 


A Financial Earthquake Shakes the 
Private Banking System in the German 
Empire—Clients on Foot and Carriages 
Seeking to Withdraw Their Deposits-- 
Markets Demoralized. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6.—There is no disguising the 


fact that a financial panic of considerable 


gravity prevails here as aresultof the re- 
cent startling financial disclosures, failures 
and the suicides attending them.Some people 
are of the opinion that the worst of the 
financial storm is overand that when mat- 
ters quiet down there will bea beneficial re- 
action. In any case the market is disorgan- 
ized to-day and securities, generally, have 
taken a‘‘slump,’’ to use the ‘‘street’’ term. 
The influence of this decline of prices is al- 
ready felt in London and in Paris and it 
would not be going too far tosay that the 
Berlin troubles have disorganized every mar- 
ket in Europe. 

Additional revelations in regard to the col- 
lapses of Hirschfeld and Wolff, the fall of 
Herr Leipziger and the suicides of the Som- 
merfelds are made almost hourly. Sigmund 
Sommerfeld died to-day from the wounds he 
inflicted upon himself on Saturday last, and 
the same time that his son Felix took his own 
life. The Sourmmerfelds, as already stated, in 
addition to shooting themselves, opened 
veins in their arms, and when found were 
literally bathed in blood. Siegmund lived 
until this morning, with a bullet in his orain, 
but Felix, who, by the way, was a well- 
known epicure and the author of a number 
of attractive articles on cookery, which ap- 
peared in the Soersen Courier, died soon after 
he and his father were found, 

ROYAL LOSERS, 

Among the losers by the financial crooked- 
hess of the Sommerfelds’ are the Dowager 
Princess Mathilme of Siedwarzburg-Rudol-

Prospects of an Agreement to Secure the 
Election of a New Member—The Com- 
mittee Chairmanships and the Demand 
for Them—Peculiar Position of O’Con- 
nell and Macklin—Other Places. 


To-morrow evening the newly elected mem- 
bers of the School Board will take the oath of 
office and then take the places of the outgo- 
ing members. The next move will be the 
election ofa President and Vice-President. 
When President Miller vacates the chair 
temporary presiding officer will take charge 
until the permanent executive is chosen. 

To-day’s developments show that there is 
still some doubt as to who will succeed Miller. 
Saturday the impression gained much head- 
way that Hickman had a commanding lead 
and would win, This was based on the theory 
that Mr. McClain would step out of the race 
in Hickman’s favor, but to-day Mr. McClain’s 
principal supporters,. say they will keep him 
in the race until the end. While a number of 
members have declared their preferences, 
others have refused to say alything on the 
subject. 

HOW THEY ARE DIVIDED. 

AS matters stand now Hickman will re- 
ceive the support of Directors Fisse, Holthaus, 
Brockman, Hequembourg and Wait. Mc- 
Olain, it is claimed, has Gist Blair, Spinning, 
Sheahan and Kelly, while Barthold counts on 
the support of such holdover members as 
Bus, Troll, Macklin, McEntire and Cudmore. 
There is much talk and work going 
on in behalf of the various 
candidates, but it is expected their 
will be some sort of an agreement reached 
before to-morrow night, which will retire 
either McClain or Hickman from the race. 
If this is done it will have a rather upheaithy 
effect on Barthold’s candidacy. There is some 
lively speculation as to how O’Connell will 
vote if he is permitted to participate 
in the organization. He will try, it is oP 
posed, to make some sort ofa deal that will 
help him to keep Burke out of the seat he Is 
rightfully entitled to, but his game will hardly 
succeed. It would bea big card for him to 
get the President to put members of his lik- 
ing on the conimittee that will be geen 
to investigate the contest. Macklin aiso 
occupies a peculiar position. He wants to hold 
on to his seat in the board, and lkewise his 
office as Assistant City Attorney, though the 
law is clearly against him. Saturday he was 
counted as a strong Barthold man, but if 
thatcandidate shows a lack of strength 
when it comes tothe election, Macklin will, 
it is expected, jumpto the winning side. 

Directors Collins of the First District, Brady 
ofthe SecundandC. H. Huttig, Member-at- 
Large, will decide how to vote at to-mor- 
row’s meeting. Thus far they have 
had but little to — about the 
reorganization. Mr. Huttig though 
is reported to be in favor of Dr. Hickman. It 
may be that a number of ballots will be taken 
before any selection is made. 

WANT GOOD ASSIGNMENTS, 

The President appoints allthe committees, 
and naturally all the members want to be 
with the winning man. Both newand old 
members want good assignments, and there 
will be some vigorous 2 “ye when the 
President is selected. He will not be 
allowed to run short of advice as to the best 
man for this.committee or that committee. 
Assignments on the Teachers, Ways and 
Means and Building Committees are always 
mostin demand. The Teachers Committee 
has seven members, Ways and Means five 
and the Building seven, The Teachers Com- 
mittee deais with yy and promo.- 
tion of teachers, the Building Committee lets 
contracts for work and the Ways and 
Means Committee gets a big share 
of the important work to handle. The other 
committees are the Course of Study, Lands 
and Leasing, Supplies, Auditing, Rules, Sal- 
ary and Library. The President is an ex- 
officio member of all the committees. There 
is a strong interest centered in the com.- 
mittee assignments. The contractors ac- 
customed to bidding on School Board 
work are all interested inthe Building Com- 
mittee. O’Connell has been the Chairman of 
that committee for the past two years, but 
he will not be put there by the new organ- 
ization, even if he should succeed, Who will 
get it? is the question that is very often asked 
these days.

ECHOES OF HALLOW E’EN. 


Columbia Students Arrested for Firing a 
Cannon Near the Female School 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 9.—The students of the 
State University are much disturbed over the 
continued arrests and continued prosecutions 
which have followed their Hallow E’en ex- 
ploits. On the eve of Nov. ithey gathered 
about 800 strong, hitched themselves to the 
two cannons which stand on the campus, and 
set off for town. When they reached Main 
Street the City Marshals, E. ©. Clinchsales, 
and Luther Slate called halt and told them to 


go back. The officers said they didn’t want 
to prevent the boys from having a little fun 
but the cannon business was carrying it too 
far. The guns were returned to the campus, 
but the boys did not give up their game, 
After three hours of scheming they sectired 
one of the guns and ran with 
it to Christian Female College 
where they fired it twice. They then re 
turned home quietly and went to bed, - Next 
day two of them were arrested, tried and 
fined $5 and costs, amounting to $10.75. It is 
said that the only evidence produced against 
them was that they were in the crowd which 
the marshals ordered back. It was not even 
proved that they were members of the crowd 
which fired the cannon, Subsequent arrests 
have been made and everyone has resulted 
in a fine. In one instance the magistrate 
asked the name ofa defendant after he was 
convicted and fined. The boys are making 
dire threats against the marshals and are 
discussing an open demonstration within a 
few days.

Municipal Electric Lighting Contracts 
Are Hopelessly Behind Hand. 


THE ASSEMBLY PROPOSES AN INVESTI- 
GATION OF THE CAUSES. 


A Plan by Which the Company Hopes to 
Get Rid of Its Contract to Be Publicly 
Exposed—The Mullanphy Examination 
Begun—A Test of the General Boule- 
vard Law Brought About by a Church, 


Speaker Thomas Ward of the House of Del- 
egates and Delegate Tom Kaye were at the 
City Hall to-day looking into the failure of 
the Municipal Electric Lighting Co. to comply 
with its city contract. The result of their 
work will be the introduction of a resolution 
in the House Friday night calling on the 
Speaker toappoint a committee for the in- 
vestigation of the peculiar policy the com- 
pany has been pursuing with regardto the 
putting up of electric lights. 

Superintendent of Electric Lighting A. J. 
O’ Reilly has on hand now over $100,000 which 
has been appropriated to pay for electric 
lights ordered by the Assembly and not put 
up by the company. The company is behind 
on its orders nearly three hundred lights and 
itis showing no disposition toerect them. 
It is thought by the two Delegates who 
are going into the investigation’ that 
the plan of the company is to doits work s0 
badly that the city will be forced to take the 
contruct from itand let gt again. There fs 
no other company inthecity that can com- 
pete with the Municipal, backed by the 
Laclede Gas Co., ina contract of such mag- 
nitude, and the company could take the con- 
tract away from any rivals at its own figures 
by arranging with them beforehand. 

It is well understood that the Municipal 
wahts to get rid of the contract. Some elec- 
tricians in the city say that the company is 
losing money on every lamp. Superintend- 
ent O'Reilly says he does not believe that 
there {is an actual loss of money in the con- 
tract, but he thinks there is little profit. ‘‘If 
the company were really losing money, 
it would drop the contract in 
a hurry,’’ he said to-day, discussing 
the matter just after Delegate Kaye had 
calledonhim. ‘‘But there is no such money 
in this contract as there isin the lighting in 
Eastern cities. We pay about fifteen‘cents a 
night for each lamp, and in other big cities 
the companies get from 35 to 50 cents a 
lamp.’’ 

The Delegates intend through their investi- 
gating committee to ascertain if there 
Ss any prospect that the electric 
company can be compelled to put up the 
lamps alweady ordered. If not an attempt 
willbe madetohave the money now lying 
idle, subject to the me ee order, 
spent on the streets. ut the investigaticn 
will bring out the plans of the company, 
probably, and one will be ableto seein ex. 
actly what situation the city 1s as to its light- 
ing contracts. 


No Trade on Boulevards. 


Under the boulevard law shops can not be 
built on the streets set aside for this use. The 
Forest Park boulevard is the first one the city 
has completed. F. W. Oliver, L. L. Hull, E.

President Burnet went to see City Coun- 
selor W. ©. Marshall to-day with the inten- 
tion of basing a thorough test of the boule- 
vard law on the complaints against those 
teamsters and Mr. Walton’s little wooden 
house. This would prevent expense in the 
future, and the law will have to go before the 
Supreme Court some time, at any rate. 

‘*The Supreme Court has held that our laws 
regulating the aoe in the ‘vicinity ofa 
park were good,’’ said President Burnet, 
‘‘and I have no doubt that it will decide the 
same way on the boulevards.’’ 


Sustaining the Veto. 


When Chairman Joseph Rauer reports the 
engifie house bills from his Committee on 
Fire Department tothe House of Delegates, 
the veto of the bills will be sustained.

The Sulpicians to Establish a Seminary 
in This City. 


THEY HAVE SECURED THE OLD VISITA- 
TION CONVENT BUILDING. 


The Order Is a Noted One for the Training 
of Young Men for the Priesthood—Min- 
isters’ Meetings Held To-Day—A Two 
Weeks’ Mission at the Holy Name 
Church. 


The Sulpicians, whose colleges and semi- 
naries are considered among the best, will 
obtain possession of the old Visitation Con- 
vent building,on Twentieth and Cass avenue, 
ina short while and institute there a semi- 
nary, which will take rank with their famous 
Seminary of St. Mary’s, Baltimore. The 
Archbishop, who owns the property, will dis- 
pose ofittothem, The senNnary will be an 
important additioh to the religious institu- 
tions of the city. 

fhe Suipician Order was founded at Paris in 
142 by Rev. Jean Jacques Olier, pastor of the 
parish of St. Sulpice, Paris, from which the 


order derives its name. The 
object of the founder was 
the education of young men 


for the priesthood, and this has ever re- 
inained the prime office of the order. 
The order was forced to fly before the 


terrors of the French revolution 
in 1790, and the Superior-General, 
Jacques Andre Emery, conceived the 


plan or founding a congregation on the banks 
ofthe Mississippi, but he learned that Dr. 
Carroll had just been appointed to the newly 
organized see of Maryland and the Superior- 
General decided to establish a seminary in 
Baltimore. 

Father Frances Charles Nagot and three 
other priests rented for $% a. year a small 
house in Baltimore called ‘‘The One Mile 
Tavern,’’ Oct. 8, 1791, and thus originated the 
Seminary of St. Mary’s. 

The seminary opened its doors to all classes 
of students in 1799, and became a university 
in 1805. The Superior-General was displeased 
with the lack of clerical students and re- 
solved to recall his priests from Baltimore in 
1804,'but was deterred by Pope Pius VII., then 
in Paris. 

The academy destroyed the seminarian 
character of the college, and to remedy 
this a new college was establish2d 
at Pigeon Hill, Adams County, Pa., in 1806, 
which was removed lo Emmetsburg, Pa., two 
years later. 

Father Dubois, a Sulpician, opened another 
college on the mountain near Emmetsburg, 
which was called Mount St. Mary’s College, 
and this institution has remained util this 
day a famous seat of learning. 

The Seminary of St. Mary’s, however, was 
stilltoo much an academy, and to remedy 
this, St. Charles College in Ellicott County 
was instituted In 1849. The land for it was 
given to the order by Charles Carroll of Car- 
rolton tn 1830, but lack of funds prevented the 
opening until 1848. The seminary to be estab- 
lishedin 8t. Louis will, itis expected, be in 
time a rival of St. Mary’s. 


Ministers’ Meetings. 

The Presbyterian ministers held a largely 
attended and very interesting meeting. The 
chureh reports were all of the most satisfac- 
tory and encouraging nature and started the 
meeting in good spirits. Rev. R. G. Brank 
read a paper upon the ‘‘Office of Fear in Re- 
ligion,’’ which was discussed at some length 


by the meeting and considered timely and 
appropriate. Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts of New 


York spoke upon the subject of ‘‘Rest 
Day Leagues,’’ and explained the sytems 
adopted in other cities, The league is an 
order to encourage the better observance 
ofthe Sabbath day, and the membership Is 
expected to include all the members of the 
church, Slight dues will be coliected for ne- 
cessittes incident to the league,but the duties 
of the members will be light although 
productive of great good. The organization 
of the league will take place to-night and the 
inovement given an active start. 

The Board of Directors of Temple Israel 
met yesterday afternoon and unanimously 
elected Dr. L. Harrison of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
as successor to Dr. Sonneschein.

A STORY OF GOOD CHEER, 


THE AMERICANS WERE CARED FOR BY 
THEIR MEXICAN FRIENDS.

ON THE ROAD TOWARD ZACATECAS, NOV, 5.— 
The hospitality of the Mexicansis proverbial, 
but not one of the St. Louls excursionists was 
prepared for such a reception as was given 
us at El Paso. 

At Chihuahua the Governor, Senor Lauro 
Carrillo, received us at his palace and pre- 
sented every visitor with a handsome sou- 
venir badge in honor of the occasion. Badge 
pins of silver made from Chi- 
huahua ore accompanied the badges 
and Chairman McCormick was pre- 
sented with a sample chunk of the ore 
weighing several pounds and worth over $100. 


Atone ofthe banks the visitors were pre- 
sented with 25-cent notes fresh from the 
press, the signatures of the officers being 
placed on them atthe time of presentation, 
as souvenirs of the visit to the bank. 
Chihuahua has four banks and all of them 
are goingtoopenup a correspondence and 
do business with St. Louis banks. 

MEXICAN HORSEMANSHIP. 

When we got ready to leave the depot for 
the ball, which,was to open at 10 o’clock at 
night, we found Whe Cavalry Band mounted 
and waiting at the platform with abouta 
hundred picked horsemen from the ranch- 
men and working classes, eachcarryinga 
torch madé of tarred rope. The local Com- 
mittee of Arrangements had ordered ¢Car- 
riages, but as we were not aware of it at the 
time and they were 4a little late in arriving, 
we all voarded a street car and started for the 
sity,about a mileandahalfaway. Onthe way 
we met the carriages, but as we were enjoy- 
ing the ride in the street car, they were not 
used, This ride from the depot to the Palace 
Hotel Tuesday night was one ofthe greatest

The horses were fine looking 
animals and some of them pranced about in 
a lively manner, keeping step to the 
music and seeming to enjoy the 
scene as much as their riders 
and caring no more for the torches flourished 
about their heads than they did for the street 
car which'they occasionally almost rubbed 
against or the ditches they were continuaily 
jumping and straddling. A lot of young 
street arabs had provided themselves with 
torches also and ran along barefooted in 
front of the horsemen ihe go their flam- 
beaux around and fencing with them and 
making the sparks fly in every direction. 
The night was clear and the stars were 
shining brightly, but there was no moon, and 
the heavenly twinklers only added to the 
beauty of the 4 emery display made by 
the Chihuahua Fiambeau Club, The horse.

Bpiriting Away of the One Official Docu-

ously missing. 

The figures were copied by the newspaper 
Tepresentatives at work there at the time. 
As fast as the figures were taken the return 
sheets were put on files ranged along the 
wall for that purpose, there being one for 
each ward. 

At noon to-day a Post-DISPA TCH 
company with the telephone operator exam- 
ined the book and found the return missing. 
All the other precinct returns from the Four. 
teenth Ward were there, but Precinct 71 
North wae not represented on the file. 

A MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 

Sergt. Gregory, who was in charge of the 
station when the reporter called, was asked 
who had taken it, and he said he did not 
know. ‘‘I know nothing about the matter,’’ 
hesaid. ‘‘Nopersonto my knowledge has 
been up-stairs since election night.’’

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Prof. Royce and Felix Adler Accused of 
Many Offenses. 


New YorK, Nov. 9.—Francis Ellingwood 
| Abbot, Ph. D., a relative of the Rev. Lyman 
Abbot, D. D., Henry Ward Beecher’s suc- 
cessor in Plymouth Church, has created a 
great sensation among learned men through- 
out the country by a bitter quarrel he is en- 
gaged in with Prof. Josiah Royce, one of the 
bright lights of Harvard University. 

Francis E. Abbot is as well known as his 
relative, Rev. Lyman Abbot. He lives at 
Cambridge, Mass., and is the author of many 
books , ! 


Prof. Royce, Dr. Abbot says, has charac- 
terized him as an imposter, a false pretender 
anda teem went 

The t trouble arose over Dr. Abbot’s ad- 
vice of the way out of agnosticism, and it in- 
creased in force till now a libel suit between 
the two noted men is hinted at by their 
friends in this city. 

Felix Adler of this city is also attacked by 
Dr. Abbot, who says he has assaulted him 
equally as bad as Prof. Royce. Mr. Abbot 
has just sent to his friends in this city a full 
statement ofthe wrongs he alleges he has 
sugered atthe hands of Prof. Royce of Har- 
vardand Felix Adler, who is editor of the 
International Journal of Ethics. 

It wasin this journal tbat Dr. Abbot de- 
Clares Prof. Royce called him hard names. 
and he has just sent a public appeal for re- 
dress to corporations and overseers of Har- 
vard University. 

COL. INGERSOLL SMILES. 

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll sits quietly by and 
smiles because this bitter personal quarrel in 
which Dr. Abbot seeks revenge was all 
caused by statements in ‘‘The Way Out of 
Agnosticism.’’ Col. Ingersoll has taken an 
intense interest in the war between what he 
calis three of the most learned men of the 
nation, because all his life he has been teach- 
ing the way into agnosticism. 

After a long rehearsal of the alleged wrongs 
done him Dr. Abbot formulates the following 
charges against Prof. Royce, which he asks 
the Board of Overseers of Harvard Univers!- 
ty to investigate: 

THE CHARGES. 

I. He has published against me, in the Interna- 
tional Journal of Ethics, alibel which is as wanton 
and unprovoked as itis malicious and false, and for 
which no moti ve is even conceivable except mere 
professional jealousy or rivalry in authorship. 

Il. He has sought to give credibility and re- 
Spectability to this false and libellous publication by 
invoking the authority, not of reason or truth, but of 
his mere ‘‘professional’’ position as professor in 
Harvard University, thereby artfully suggesting and 
insinuating to the uninformed publiq@ that Harvard 
University sustains him in his attack; whereas, in 
conferring upon me the degree of doctor of philose- 
phy and in committing to me formally the conduct 
of an advanced course of philosophical instruction, 
Harverd University has given emphatic testimony to 
the contrary. 

Ill. Repudiating his bold promise to ‘‘ask no 
mercy,’’ he has sought, with incredible cowardice 
and meanness, to deprive me of all opportunity of 
being heard in self-defence, first 4: exciuding 
from the International Journal of Ethics mv per- 
fectly reasonable reply to what he himself confesses 
to have been an ‘‘intentionally severe attack,’’ 
and, secondly, by threatening me througn his 
counsel with legal prosecution if I publish. it any- 
where else or circulate it at all. 

IV. Lastly, when, afterall this, in order to spare 
him the‘mortification and disgrace ofa public ex- 
poo. and inorderto prevent Harvard University 
rom incurring any possible discredit on account of 
his nersonal misconduct, I proposed to him a pacific 
settlement of the whole affair through a simple re- 
traction of his calumnious accusations, and that, too, 
in words of his own choosing, he made no answer but 
a stubborn and contumelious reaffirmation of the 
origina! libel. 

Isubmit that these acts of wrong constitute con- 
duct unbecoming a gentleman, man of honor, or a 
professor in Harvard University, and justly entitle 
me to redress at your hands. This appeal has not 
been made hastily or without patient and long-pro- 
tracted effort to secure justice in other ways. Dr. 
Royce has succeeded hitherto, during many months, 
in defeating that effort, but now the appeal lies to 
those whom he cannot control, and now he must 
abide by your judgment.

Judge Fisher’s Decisions.

WESTERN WINNERS. 


Money Made by Horse Owners of This 
Section. ; 


GORRIGAN LEADS WITH SEVENTY THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS TO HI8 CREDIT. 


Kingman the Largest Winning Horse—The 


Olympic Club Athletes Forbidden to 
Participate in the ““Amateur’’ Walk— 
The Ring and Other Sporting News. 


Though the Western turf has but one great 
stake in comparison tothe rich trophies hung 
up onthe other side of the Alleghanies, and 
notwithstanding that this event this season 
fell to'an Eastern stable, still a number of 
owners in the West profited largely by their 
allegiance to the running turf in 1891, says 
the New York Herald. In the matter of in- 
crease in the number of races and new tracks 
and meetings the West kept stride with the 
East this year, proving thatin the thorough- 
bred ranks,as with the trotter and side- 
wheeler, the watchword is truly onward and 
upward. Of the owners of the West four 
won $40,000 and over, six won $20,000 and over, 
while three hit over the $15,000 line. The ten 
largest winning Western owners won a total 
of $348,480, quite a good showing, and for this 
section a record yet unbeaten in the history 
of the turf. 

CORRIGAN THE LARGEST WINNER. 

E. Corrigan, with $69,112 won by his stable, 
is in front this season, while the Louisville 
firm of Scroggan Brothers, with $49,499 won 
by their horses, are next In line. J. M. 
Brown & Co. are third on the list, their Texas 
aggregation having hit the boys for $42,757, 
while Eastin & Larrabee, the one of Kentucky 
and the other from Montana, raced success- 
fully enough in the East as wellas the West 
to win $42,300. The other prominent stables 
which figure wellupas winners follow in the 
order of the amount they captured:—Bash- 
ford Minor Stable, $26,312; W, H. Laudeman, 
$25,689; J. T. Williams, $23,020; J. M. Young & 
Co., $22,245; Ruddy Brothers, $21,453; W. R. 
Letcher, $21,290; Ireland Brothers, $19,201; W. 
Mulkey, $18,360; Avondale Stables; $17,390, and 
Himyar Stables, $12,583. 

The unlucky stable of the West this season 
proved that of James E. Pepper, who com- 
menced the campaign with, save Mr. Corri- 
gan, the most powerful string in the West, 
and yet wound up the season with only $11,- 
414 won in stakes and purses. In this string 
is a 2-year-old brother to the flying Hanover, 
about as ordinary a colt as has said good 
morning to the turf this season. 

KINGMAN LEADS THE HORSES. 

As in the East, in the West this season 
there were a number of owners that profited 
by the winnings ofa single performer. The 
most prominent of these proved: Allen & 
Stone (Kingman), $15,525; J. P. Smallwood 
(Aloha), $8,586; W. H. Babb (Guido), $8,540; 
E. Leigh (Rambler), $8 450; Talbot 
Bros. (Miss Hawkins), $7,255; Renown 
Stable (Gorman), $7,225; Gilford Stable 
(Bankrupt), $7,200; E. Brown (Forerunner), 
$7,007; B. Seele (Nina Archer), $6,815; J. C. 
Alexander (Minnie L.), $6,022; Turner & Frake 
(Yale ’91), $5,968: Indiana Stable (Whitney), 
$5,828; 8. Bryant (Emma Primrose), $5,620; P. 
Dunn (Patrick), $5,442; T. Kiley (Wightman), 
$5,410; R. A. Swigert (Michael), $5,235; C. R. 
Jayne (Frank Kinney), 5,215, and B. J. 
Treacy (Rudolph) ,$5,060. Going to the far West 
California had several good winning stables, 
E. J. Baldwin, with his Santa Anita string, 
taking in enoughto lead his neighbors, his 
horses winning $33,985.
